FASHION AS IT FLIES 


Gossip and Intelligence About 
the Prevailing Feminine 
Modes. 


SOME 
NEW 
AND 
HANDSOME 
• DRESSES. 


Trained Trilets With Low-Cut Bodices for 
Evening Wear—Afternoon Reeep- • 
Hon Costumes. 


Each pfirticalar festive occasion has 


its appropriate costume, chosen almost 
by rule as to general design, but differ- 
ing so widely in arrangement and detail 
as to make monotony impossible, writes 
a Chicago fashion authority. 
There is 
the long-trained skirt with low-cut 
bodice for full-dress receptions, while 
for afternoon occasions of the same 
nature is the short toilet, with accom- 
panying wrap and bonnet Rich dinner 
toilets of heavy fabrics are seen cut 
derai-train, with half low-neck and 
elbow sleeves, and then come the light 
and airy dancing dresses, with short 
skirts and bodices curtailed at each 
end, if such an expression is permisai- 
ble. 
For card parties and similar 
gathoriuKs tbe drass mav be either 
short or demi-train, usually demi-train 
for the married ladies and short for 
the younger generation. 
But whatever 
ihe leniïth of the skirt the bodice 
Bhonld not be low in the neck and 
without sleeves. 
If the neck is not cut 
high all round a shoulder square or 
pointed opening at the throat is eflTect- 
ive, and tbe sleeve should be elbow or 
tliree-qüarters length. 
Occasionally 
they are little more than apologies for 
sleeves in the shape of open lace or 
net, but they a (Ford some covering, 
nevertheless, and pass muster accord- 
ingly. 


There are some charming arrange- 
ments of plain or striped gauze, with 
deep lace or embroidery flounces and 
üui.shings, seen for dancing costumes, 
jind among them is a dainty dress of 
pale blue and cream Color. Blue gauze 
with alternate thick and thin stripes is 
used, the heavier stripes having a 
lustrions satin finish. Tbe fiounces are 
two inches deep, and are of crepe de 
ebene, embroidered in very lace-like 
and elaborate designs, and are so very 
delicate as to have almost the effect of 
silk lace, although richer in appear- 
ance. 
The foot of the moderately full 
Bk rt, the foundation of which is of 
cream-colored surah, is bordered with 
a narrow plaiting of plain blue. 
Above 
this an embroidered flounce is taken 
•straight around the full width of the 
skirt. 
Above tbe first flounce are three 
others of the same width, but, instead 
of beini? taken straight around, the 
flounces fall low in front and are taken 
up high at the sides, giving the effect 
of apron drapery and making three 
straight flounces necessary in the back. 
Tbe soft bluo gauze is taken over the 
upper half of tbe front of the skirt in 
a short, fall puff or apron, and falls in 
the back in two long, graceful points. 
The bodice, cut high in the neck and 
made with elbow sleeves, is half of the 
flouncings and half of the gauze, |the 
center of the back and front being of 
embroidered stuff, with tbe sides of the 
gauze, with long folds taken from the 
waist line in the back over the shoulders 
and down the front, leaving the em- 
broidery visible in the form of the 
pointed vest 
Tne sleevoH are of the 
embroidery, and tit the arm very close, 
and in»'tead of being tiuisbed 
with a 
ruche or ruffle they are finished with 
deep liems, through which blue ribbons 
are run, tied in bows on tbe inside of 
the arms. 
A close band of bluo ribbon 
is drawn about the tliroat, holding the 
ruche in position, and tbe dainty fan 
cnrriod on the arm by a loop of blue 
ribbon is of ©.strich tips of the same 
color, oval in 8ha])e but without any 
api)arent foundation, as it has the ef- 
i'ect of a soft mass of 
flounces. 


Gauze and tulle of all kinds and 
colors are frequently combined with 
velvet, and many charming lesults are 
thus produced. 


An evening dre.ss is of rose color 
and pearl white, garnished with white 
lace 
The short pett coat is of a white 
silk finished with a plaiting of the 
same, and draped with folds of soft 
white lace caught in easy v/aves with 
bunches of pale pink roses. 
The en- 
tire long train with rounded corners is 
of rose pink satin, and the full center 
breadths fall in uudraped shimmering 
folds from belt to hem. The side 
breadths show a partie ularly graceful 
arrangement of drapery, consisting of 
short panniers over the hips above the 
white petticoat 
At the back of each 
side, next the train, the end of each 
satin pannier, which is apparently a 
long sash, is tied in a close knot, with 
the loops drawn oat in a pretty and 
full arrangement over the tournure. 
From under these knots the side of the 
train fall in soft puifs of satin, making 
the nndrapad breadths of satin be- 
tween them doubly effective. The very 
short, close bodice, laoed down the 
back» is of the rose satin, and the neck 
«¡ni both baok and t ^ K üpd; 


t m n a Urn e s M e f l M l d p « of 
arm and fialih th* aeek, and «here ia 
not a raiBe nor «tea a bnndiof flowers 
to destroy the do«^ smooth fit. A 
tight neeklaoe «noircles the thmt« aad 
a toft of pale pink feathers is worn in 
the high pnffs of dark hair. An even* 
ing dress of plain black 
tnlle over 
black snrahmade in simple arrange* 
ment 
The foundation is of surah 
made in princesse form, without a 
train, and with high draping in the 
back. The neck is low cat, and there 
are no sleeves, and the bodice portion 
laces down the center of the iront. A 
full-length double plaiting of black 
silk borders the foot of tbe skirt all 
the way round. Over the front and 
sides from the belt down waves of the 
plain tulle are drawn, and are made to 
fall in a soft, heavy effect by numbers 
of tiny tassels made of small gold 
beads hung at very short intervals. The 
foot of this graceful arrangement is 
bordered with a very heavy fringe of 
the same beads, that, falling ia with 
the foot plaiting, make an exquisite 
finish. The black drapery ia also of 
tulle, but has a very opposite effect, 
as the total absence of bead tassela 
and fringes takes away all weight, and 
makes 
the high puffs and long sash 
ends of cloudlike airness. 
Puffs of*the 
tulle are carried around the neck of 
the bodice and the tops of the arms, 
and are thickly set with gold beads in 
tassel and fringe form. 


Plueh is one of the most elegant ma- 
terials of the season, particularly in 
the tints known as the vanishing, and 
a more effective costume than one with 
a satin petticoat and a plush train has 
yet to be designed. Dark plush is used 
with light satin, or vice versa, if pre- 
ferred, and the combinations are al- 
most equally effective. 
An example of 
one of these rich robes coming under 
recent notice is of dark, vanishing 
blue-green plush and pale shell pink 
satin. 
The petticoat of the latter ma- 
terial is ricitly embroidered with tiny 
pearl beads mixed with silver threads, 
and a heavy fringe of pearl and silver 
falls over the ruching at the foot The 
back is made a court train of the plush, 
lined with piuk, and there is no garni- 
ture of any description about it The 
plush bodice made with a sharp back 
and front, is low cut and outlined with 
a pearl and silver fringe that also does 
duty as sleeves.

Each particular festive occasion has 


its appropriate costume, chosen almost 
by rule as to general design, but differ- 
ing so widely in arrangement and detail 
as to make monotony impossible, writes 
a Chicago fashion authority. There is 
the long-trained skirt with low-cut 
bodice for full-dress receptions, while 
for afternoon occasions of the same 
nature is the short toilet, with accom- 
panying wrap and bonnot Eich dinner 
toilets of heavy fabrics are seen out 
clemi-train, with half low-neck and 
elbow sleeves, and then come the light 
and airy dancing dresses, with short 
skirts and bodices curtailed at eaoh 
end, if such an expression is permissi- 
ble. 
For card parties and similar 


gatherings the drass may bo either 
ehovt or domi-train, usually demi-train 
for the married ladies and short for 
tlm younger generation. But whatever 
the'leusth of the skirt tho bodice 
should not bo low in the neck and 
without sleeves. If the neck is not out 
high all round a shoulder square or 
pointed opening at tho throat is effect- 
ive, and the sleevo should ba elbow or 
three-quarters length. 
Occasionally 


they are little more than apologies for 
sleeves in the shape of open lace or 
net, but they afford some covering, 
nevertheless, and pass muster accord- 
ingly. 


Thero are some charming arrange- 


ments of plain or striped gauze, with 
deep laoo or embroidery flounces and 
Slashings, seen for dancing costumes, 
jnd among them is a dainty dress of 
pale bluo and cream color. Blue gauze 
with alternate thick ana thin stripes is 
used, the heavier stripes having a 
Instrions satin finish. The flounces are 
two inches deep, and are of crepe de 
chone, embroidered in very lace-like 
and elaborate designs, and are so very 
delicate as to have almost the effect of 
silk lace, although richer in appear- 
ance. Tho foot of the moderately full 
skirt, the foundation of which is of 
cream-colored surah, is bordered with 
a narrow plaiting of plain bine. Above 
this an embroidered flounce is taken 
»trai"ht around the full width of tho 
skirt. Above tho first flounce are three 
others of the same width, but, instead 
of bein!? taken straight around, the 
flounces fall low in front and are taken 
up high at the sides, giving the effect 
of apron drapery and making three 
straight flotinoQS nocogaary ia the back. 
The soft bluo gauze is taken over the 
upper half of the front of the skirt in 
a short, full puff or apron, and falls in 
this back in two long, graceful points. 
Tho bodice, cut high in the neck and 
made with elbow sleeves, is half of the 
Bouncings and half of the gauze, |the 
center of the back and front being of 
embroidered stiill", with the sides of the 
gauze, with long folds takou from the 
waist line iu the back over thoshoulders 
and down Hie front, leaving tho em- 
broidcry visible in the form of the 
pointed vest. Tno sleeTss are of the 
embroidery, and tit the arm very close, 
and instead of being finished with a 
ruche or runic they are finished with 
deep hems, through which bluo ribbons 
aro run, tied in bows ou the inside of 
tho anus. 
A close baud of bluo ribbon 


is diawn about tho throat, holding the 
ruclio iu position, and tho dainty fan 
furriod on fcha arm by a loop of bluo 
ribbon is of ostrich tips of tho oame 
color, oval in shape but without any 
apparent foundation, as it hag tho ef- 
fect of a soft mass of tlounces. 


Gauzo and tullo o£ all kinds and 


colors are frequently combined with 
velvet, and many charming results aro 
thun produced. 


An evening dross is of roso color 


anil lioarl white, garnished with white, 
bico 
Tho short pott.coat is of a white 


silk finished with a plaiting of the 
a>imo, and dratiod with folds of.soft 
white laco caught in easy waves witli 
buni'hoa of pale piuk rosos. The on- 
tiro long train with rounded corners is 
of roso pink satin, and the full center 
breadths full in undrapcd shimmering 
folds from bolt to horn. The siiln 
breadths show a parlirularly graceful 
arrungomcnt of drapery, consisting of 
short panniers over the hips above tho 
«hite pottiooat At tho back of each 
side, next tho train, the end of each 
satin pannier, which is apparently a 
long sash, is t-oit in a close knot, with 
tho loops drawn out in a protty and 
full arrangement over tho tournuro. 
From under thoso knots the siilo of tho 
train fall in soft pr.ifs of satin, making 
tho umlrapnd broadthi of satin bo- 
twonn thorn doubly effective. Tho very 
short, eloso bodico, laoud down the 
bank, in of tho roso satin, and tho neck 
is low out. both book and front, and 
thw» ai« no ilenM. Olo», smooth 


folds of laoe encircle the topi of th« 
arm and finish the neck, and there U 
not a ruffle nor even a bnnchof flowen 
to destroy the close, smooth fit. A 
tight necklace eneirclei the throat, and 
a tuft of pale pink feathon a worn in 
the high pnffa of durk hair. An even- 
ing dress of plain black tulle over 
black surah made in simple arrange- 
ment. The foundation ia of surah 
made in princesae form, without a 
train, and with high draping in the 
back. The neck is low cut, and thore 
aro no sleeves, and the uodice portion 
laces down the center oi the front. A 
full-length double plaiting of black 
silk borders the foot of the skirt all 
the way round. Over the front and 
Bides from the bolt down waves of tho 
plain tulle are drawn, and are made to 
fall in a soft, heavy effect by numbers 
o/ tiny tassels made of small gold 
beads hungat very ahortintervals. The 
foot of this graceful arrangement i» 
bordered with a very heavy fringe of 
the same beads, that, falling in irith 
the foot plaiting, make an exquisite 
finish. The black drapery is also of 
tulle, but has a very opposite effect, 
as the total absence of bead tasseli 
and fringes takes away all -weight, and 
makes the high puffs'and long sash 
ends of clondliko airness. Puffs of'tha 
tulle are carried around tho neck of 
the bodice and the tops of the arms, 
and are thickly set with gold beads in 
tassel and fringe form. 


Plueh is one of the most elegant ma- 


terials of the season, particularly in 
the tints known as the ranishing, and 
a more effective costume than one •with 
a satin petticoat and a plush train ha« 
yet to be designed. Dark plush is used 
with light satin, or vice versa, if pre- 
ferred, and the combinations ar« al- 
most equally effeotiv«. An example of 
one of these rich robes coming under 
recent notice is of dark, Tanishing 
blue-green plush and pale shell pink 
satin. The pottiooat ol the latter ma- 
terial is ricily embroidered with tiny 
pearl beads mixed with silver threads, 
and a heavy fringe of pearl and silver 
falls over th« ruohing at the foot. The 
back is made a court train of the plush, 
lined with piuk, and th«re is no garni- 
ture of any description about it 
Th» 


plush boilioa made with a sharp back 
and front, is low cnt and outlined with 
a pearl and silver fringe that also does 
duty as sleeves. A pearl neoklaoe 
closely encircles the throat, and the 
other accessories are equally elegant.
